Text of “Dry” Amendment. 


The text of the amendment follows: 
“That, Dec. 31, 1918, until the con- 
clusion of the present war, for the 
purpose of conserving the man power 


of the nation and to increase efficiency 
in the production of arms, war muni- 
tions, ships, food, and clothing for the 
army arid navy, it shall be unlawful to 
sell for beverage purposes any distilled 
spirits, and during said time no dis- 
tilled spirits held in bond shall be 
removed therefrom for beverage pur- 


“After Nov. 1, 1918, until the con- 
clusion of the present war, no grain, 
“cereal, fruit, or other food product 
shall be used in the manufacture or 
production of beer, wine, or other in- 
toxicating malt or vinous liquor for 
beverage purposes. 
“ After Dec. 31, 1918, until the con- 
clusion of the present war, no beer, 
wine, or other intoxicating malt or 
vinous Uquor shall be sold for beverage | 
purposes except for export. 
‘Revenue Men Wii Rule. 

“The commissioner of internal rfev- 
eue is Hereby authorized and directed 
to prescribe rules and regulations, sub- 
ject to the approval of the secretary 
of the treasury, in regard to the re- 
moval of distilled spirits held in bond 
after Dec. 31, 1918, for other thay 
beverage purposes, also in regard to 
the sale and distribution of wine for 
sacramental, medicinal, or other non- 
beverage uses. 

“After the approval of this act, no 
distilled. malt, vinous, or other intoxi- 
eating Uquors shall be imported into 
the United States. 

Any person who violates any of the 
foregoing provisions shall be deemed 
guitty of a misdemeanor and upon con- 
viction thereof shall be punished by a 
fine not exceeding $1,000 or by impris- 
onment not ae one year, or 
both.”

The proposal of the treasury department to place 
a heavy tax on luxuries will meet the approval 
not only of economists but of all those whose 
primary concern is to win the war.

The levy of a heayy tax on nonessential articles 
will obviously serve this purpose. But, as the 
statement of the treasury department indicates, 
there are many articles which, though ordinarily 
accepted as rfecessities, may easily become luxuries 
in the higher grades of value or expenditure. 

A man's suit of clothes that is a necessity at $30 
or less becomes a luxury at $80. The difference be- 
tween $30 and $80 measures the amount that ought 
to be subject to a luxury tax.

The story runs 
that at that time a committee of con- 
gress, whether officially or self-desig- 
nated does not appear, consisting of 
George Washington, Robert Morris, and 
Col. George Ross, the latter an uncle 01 
John Ross, the husband of Betsy, she 
then being a young widow, called upon 
her at her upholstery shop on Arch 
street, Philadelphia, and asked if she 
could make a flag. She said she could 
try. Whereupon they produced a design 
roughly drawn of thirteen stripes and 
thirteen stars, the latter being six point- 
ed. She advised that the stars should be 
five pointed, showing that a five pointed 
star could be made with a single snip 
of the scissors. They agreed that this 
would be better, and Gen. Washington 
changed the design upon the spot and the 
committee left. Shortly afterwards the 
sketch thus made was copied and colored 
by a local artist and sent to her, from 
which she made the sample flag that was 
approved by the committee. It is added 
that Gen. Washington thought that the 
stars should be placed in a circle, thus 
signifying the equality of the states, 
none being the superior of another.

Much’ bombastic nonsense has been 
perpetrated in these discussions of au- 
tomobile taxes, as might have been 


expected from men who employ press 
agents, deem their product highly es- 


fumes ‘and musical instruments. 


Plenty of Cars Now. é 

Most of their ammunition has been | 
devoted to proving that we can’t get 
acing without the motor car, which is 
perfectly true. What doesn’t seem to 
have been brought out is that if the 
United States stopped buying new ma- 
chines tomorrow we would still have 


along with. 

But now the automobile men really 
have something to get excited about. 
Taxing the buyer of a passenger car 


but a similar tax on motor trucks, 
trailers, and truck attachments—the 
sort of thing the small merchant and 
expressman is learning to depend on— 
is a vastly different matter. 

And the proposel that 10 cents be 
added to the price of every gallon of 
gasoline is even more far reaching. 
That, for the motor truck-users, would 
be enforcing thrift with a vengeance. 
It seems likely that the motor car 
interests will change their tactics. In- 
stead of objecting to any automobile 
tax at all they probably will propose, 
if they think Washington will listen, 


guish between vehicles used for recrea- 
tion and those whose value is entirely 
utilitarian. Whether this can be done 
is doubtful, but the experiment would 
be an interesting one. If it isn’t tried, 
or doesn’t succeed, there'll be a lot of 
automobile dealers out of work this 
fall.
